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A HIGHER ‘STANDARD’ 


Arts group refuses profile in Ratner 'rag'

An attempt by real estate 
mogul Bruce Ratner to curry 
favor among local artists for 
his plan to build a basketball 
arena, skyscrapers and apart- 
ment high-rises in Prospect 
Heights backfired this week 
when an arts group not only 
turned down the offer of free 
publicity in his bimonthly 
Brooklyn Standard but then 
went on the Internet to slam 
both the Atlantic Yards devel- 
oper and his publication. 


“The Brooklyn Standard is [For- 
est City Rainer's] promotional 
tool, posing as a community news- 
paper,” said Mark Elijah Rosen- 
berg, artistic director of Rooftop 
Films, a Park Slope-based organi- 
zation that screens independent 
movies throughout the summer at 
outdoor sites around Brooklyn. 

“The purpose of the publica- 
tion is to promote the Atlantic 
Yards project by creating the im- 
pression that the community — 
including arts groups like Roof- 
top Films — are in support of the 
project,” Rosenberg told The 
Brooklyn Papers 

Which, he said, they are not. 


Rosenberg added, “Not appear- 
ing in the publication was not 
enough — no one would know that 
we chose not to appear.” 

Instead, they publicized it, and 
The Brooklyn Papers found the 
group’s July 28 letter to “the edi- 
tors and readers of The Brooklyn 
Standard” posted on the Web log, 
NoLandGrab.otg. 

“Rooftop Films believes that 
our neighborhood, our organiza- 
tion, and other organizations like 
ours will suffer if the Atlantic 
Yards project is built — as the 
neighborhood and small business- 
es have suffered in the wake of 
Forest City Ratner Companies’

other development projects, such 
as the Atlantic Mall, Atlantic Ter- 
minal and Metrotech,” reads a por- 
tion of the letter, signed by Rosen- 
berg and his fellow Rooftop Films 
directors, Dan Nuxoll and Sarah 
Palmer. 

“The Brooklyn Standard clearly 
states that it is published by FCRC 
to share information about the At- 
lantic Yards project,” the letter con- 
tinues. “But the paper does not of- 
fer balanced and diverse opinions 
about the project. 

“Rooftop Films is fundamentally 
at odds with FCRC and the At- 
lantic Yards project, and we do not 
wish to appear in a publication de- 
signed for the sole purpose of pro- 
moting that project.” 

Rosenberg told The Brooklyn 
Papers, “We hope that like-minded 
people and organizations will see 
that it is possible to turn down free 
publicity, and that it is possible for 
individuals and small arts otganiza- 
tions to stand up to gigantic ne- 
farious conglomerates.” 

Forest City Ratner officials de- 
clined to discuss what the feature 
would have entailed, or whether 
Rosenberg’s letter would run in the 
next issue as a letter to the editor. 


The Brooklyn Standard is pro- 
duced for Ratner by Manhattan 
Media, which publishes four Man- 
hattan community weeklies. 

Bruce Ratner is listed as the 
Standard’s publisher. 

The first issue of the free publi- 
cation, which forthrightly notes on 
its front page underneath its title 
that it is “A Publication of Forest 
City Ratner Companies,” was pub- 
lished in late June. 

“The interaction was very sim- 
ple,” said Rosenberg, describing 
how the Standard’s editor, Edward- 
Isaac Dovere, who works out of 
Manhattan Media’s West 38th 
Street offices, called them. 

“They said they were interested 
in doing an article, and they want- 
ed to use some information from 
our Web site and do an interview,” 
Rosenberg said. 

“We discussed it internally” be- 
fore issuing and publicizing the let- 
ter, he said. 

After receiving Rooftop’s reply, 
the Ratner paper’s editor sent one 
last e-mail, Rosenberg said. 

“Thank you for your time,” read 
Dovere’s brief response.

'HOTEL HARVEY' 

Developer pays $12M for 3 lots 
next to BAM's Fulton St. theater

A developer has quietly bought up prop- 
erty next to a Brooklyn Academy of Music 
theater, planning what neighbors believe 
will be a high-rise hotel and condo. 

Manhattan-based developer The Clarett Group 
paid $12 million for three lots at the northwest 
comer of Fulton Street and Ashland Place, an as- 
semblage that abuts the four-story BAM Harvey 
Theater. 

Under the current C6-4 commercial zoning for 
that block, a more than 20-story hotel, office 
tower or mall could be built. The equivalent resi- 
dential zoning, should a zoning change or vari- 
ance be granted, could support up to a 30-story

The Clarett Group did not return calls seeking 
comment for this article, but the company, which 
has built four tower-style, luxury residences in 
Manhattan since 2003, has in the past developed 
atop old theaters and church space. Several sites 
were in high-demand areas where they bought a 
large building, demolished it, and made room for 
a high-density residential tower. 

The first project demolished the Olympia The- 
ater at Broadway and 107th Street in Manhattan 
and built the 22-story Opus, a 64-unit building 
with family-sized luxury condominiums. 

The company has since purchased the Sutton 


Theater, on West 57th Street, for its 36-story 
Place 57. 

The Church of the Transfiguration’s parish 
house, a Gothic-revival building adjacent to the 
church at East 29 Street and Fifth Avenue in 
Manhattan, will make way for a 54-story tower 
called Sky House, while the church offices will 
move into the new building’s lower floors. 

It seems no surprise then, that the new proper- 
ty acquisition is concentrated around the Harvey 
Theater. 

“We would never sell that building,” BAM 
spokeswoman Sandy Sawotka said, laughing at 
the notion when told this week about the Clarett 
Group’s acquisitions. 

Meanwhile, the leases of commercial tenants 
in the two- and three-story properties at 657-671

Patrons of the YWCA pool at Third and Atlantic 
avenues in Boerum Hill will swim their last laps 
this month. The YWCA plans to shut down, drain 
and then demolish the 20-yard, heated indoor pool 
after Labor Day. 

Barbara Turk, director of the YWCA’s only Brooklyn 
facility, told The Brooklyn Papers this week that the pool’s 
closing after Sept. 5 is due to a shift in priorities. Swim 
fans, she said, will be accommodated by efforts between 
the YWCA and the Central Brooklyn YMCA to coordinate 
the pool’s closing with the opening of a brand-new facility 
with a pool, the 40,000-square-foot Dodge YMCA, on 
Court Street at Atlantic Avenue near Brooklyn Heights, in 
the ground floor of the recently opened Court House apart- 
ment building. 

“I think people are sad. They appreciate our efforts to 
make the transition as smooth as possible,” said Turk, who 
has invited the borough’s YMCAs to meet the members

B'klyn Heights 'turf' war

Plans to renovate Cadman Plaza Park by 
adding synthetic turf and a running track 
are coming under fire from members of a 
Brooklyn Heights community group that 
wants input in the park’s redesign. 

The overhaul of the long-neglected park, 
which will be implemented by the city’s Depart- 
ment of Parks and Recreation using a $ 1 .8 mil- 
lion budgetary allotment arranged by Council- 
man David Yassky, would make such active 
recreation there as soccer, field hockey and oth- 


er pick-up sports a much more pleasant experi- 

The field area of the park is often called the 
“dust bowl” because it is nearly devoid of grass. 

But some community members fear being 
left on the other side of the fence when the 
new mbber particle turf is installed. 

Last week, Yassky met with members of 
the Cadman Park Community Council, a 
group of concerned neighbors, which was ini- 
tially formed by 25 dog-walkers and others 
who appreciate the passive uses of the park, 
complained that they weren’t asked for their

Marty to 
light up 
Coney

He’s long called it Brooklyn’s Eiffel Tower, 
and now, says Borough President Marty Marko- 
witz, Coney Island’s long-dormant Parachute 
Jump will be lit at night like the French icon. 

It will be bathed in multicolored fighting arrange- 
ments created by designer Leni Schwendinger, he said 
in a published statement. 

“I am delighted that New York City Parks and New 
York City Economic Development Corporation [EDC] 
worked with me to make this dream a reality,” 
Markowitz is quoted in his newsletter “Brooklyn! !” 

Both the Parks Department and the EDC referred 
calls to the borough president’s office, and officials 
with Leni Schwendinger Light Projects also declined to 
comment. Through a spokeswoman, Markowitz de- 
clined to comment further. 

The lighting will show “seasons at a glance” and “a 
kaleidoscope of sequences for special dates” on the 
soon-to-be Brooklyn beacon, Markowitz’s statement 

An illustration that appeared in the newsletter 
showed a color scheme of bright red and iridescent blue 
lights, the latter glowing from the base of the structure, 
while the bursts of red light bloomed from each of the 
old parachute-carts, which used to hold the “riders” un- 
til the mechanism released the amusement park patrons 
in their chutes to drift to the ground below. 

Judi Stem Orlando, director of the Astella Develop- 
ment Corporation, who sits on the Coney Island De- 
velopment Corporation board, said the plan to light the 
Parachute Jump was seen as an asset by her fellow

take on plans to transform the 
“dust bowl.” 

Brooklyn Heights resident 
Deborah Buchman, who takes 
her dog to the park, said her 
neighborhood group had joined 
with the war veterans, who fa- 
vor more passive uses in the 
park, which features a war me- 
morial. 

Mainly, the argument is over 
the use of the turf. 

“As far as we were concerned 
there were not publicized meet- 
ings about the redesign of the 
park,” said Buchman, who 
helped form the organization 
with other residents in her Cad- 
man Towers high-rise. She said 
she contacted Roy Vanasco, a 
former member of Community 
Board 2 and a WWB veteran. 

Vanasco believes the park 
should reincorporate the war 
memorial in a reverent way, 
such as adding a chain around 
it and sprucing up flagpoles to 
remind park users of the histo- 
ry it represents 

Remembering the park in its 
earlier days, he said, ‘They had 
a chain around the memorial 
area — and I remember there 
was a lady who kept it with 
flowers. It was beautiful. What 
we saw then, in the late 1950s, 
and what is there now, we use a 
term for that — ‘total dis- 
grace’.” 

In May, CB2 voted to ap- 
prove the park’s renovations, 
even though Vanasco, joined 
by other board members who 
are veterans, asked that the 
vote be tabled until a tempo- 
rary veterans affairs committee 
could be formed to consult on 
the design. 

Buchman and Vanasco said 
that Yassky seemed receptive 
to their concerns. 

“He stood for an hour talk- 
ing to us,” said Vanasco. “He 
was wide open with sugges- 
tions, and what the community 
board did is not over yet.” 

Yassky spokesman Evan 
Thies said that while some con- 
sideration could be given to 
those concerns, the plans for 
the park are already in the 
works. 

“We have been working for 
some time on improvements to 
Cadman Plaza Park and have 
tried to include the opinions of 
any community member who 
expressed concern,” said Thies. 
“We’ve had discussions with 
representatives from dog-walk- 
ers and veterans. The veterans, 
in particular, we’re concerned 
with because that park is meant 
to be a tribute to them, and 
should continue to be.” 


Judy Stanton, executive di- 
rector of the Brooklyn Heights 
Association, said the Parks De- 
partment consulted with mem- 
bers of her organization on the 
redesign, but the plans were as 
good as decided by that time. 

“We were involved in the 
group David Yassky assembled 
to talk to the Parks Depart- 
ment,” Stanton said. “We essen- 
tially just sat in, because 
[Yassky] already knew how he 
wanted to spend the money.” 
Still, she said, the park 
would improve with the addi- 
tion of the fake grass. 

“I think many people, partic- 
ularly veterans, will see it’s go- 
ing to be nicer than they 
thought,” said Stanton. “There’s 
no intent to fence it, there’s no 
intent to keep dogs away. 


there’s no intent to change the 
use of it in any way. 

“People can debate the pros 
and cons of artificial grass, but 
sections of the park will have to 
be closed off [to replant it] and 
that means dogs as well,” she 
pointed out. 

“The general consensus, no 
matter who you ask, is that peo- 
ple are not thrilled about the 
Astroturf,” Buchman said. 

The grass-like material, 
called FieldTurf, has been used 
in football stadiums and by mu- 
nicipalities nationwide. 

Buchman said Lower Van 
Voorhies Park, in Cobble Hill, 
has the turf and smells of “burnt 
rubber” in the summer. 

“You can’t He on something 
that heats up to 100 degrees,” 
she said. “You can’t do that on 


this Astroturf because it will 
heat up. 

In June, Marty Mahr, chief 
of operations for the Parks De- 
partment in Brooklyn, said the 
turf was preferred because it is 
as soft as mbber, it imitates 
grass and cuts maintenance 

Ron Van Gelderen, presi- 
dent of the Synthetic Turf 
Council, an industry board, said 
the fake grass would last five to 
eight years. He agreed that it 
heats up in warm weather but 
said that shouldn’t be a problem 
for sunbathers or dog walkers, 
as long as the grass is watered 
in the summer. 

“[Dog excrement] can be 
very easily cleaned off,” he said. 
“It’s no different then any other 
kind of [synthetic] surface.” 
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Teller thwarts

A teller foiled a would-be 
robber July 29 at a DeKalb 
Avenue bank. 

The 36-year-old woman told 
police the bandit walked up to 
her window at the Washington 
Mutual branch near Bond 
Street, around 10:45 am. He 
gave her a brown paper bag and 
demanded she fill it with cash, 
threatening to harm her if she 
did not comply. 

The teller hesitated at first 
and the man repeated his de- 
mands, say police. But instead 
of turning over the money, the 
teller pushed the alarm and the 
man fled on foot. 

The teller described the sus- 
pect as a black man, about 5- 
foot-7 and 145 pounds, wearing 
a black hat and a brown shirt. 

Wallet lightened 

A man was robbed July 24 
by a gang of five who sur- 
rounded him on Douglass 
Street near Smith Street. 

The victim, 23, told police 
he was walking down the block 
around 7 pm, when suddenly 
the men surrounded him. One 
of the attackers grabbed his 
hands and held them behind his 
back, while another riffled 
through his pockets. 

The robbers snatched his 
wallet, removed the $160, and 
then returned the wallet to him. 
The thieves also snatched his 
cell phone before fleeing. 

The victim told police it all 
happened so fast that he was 
not able to provide a descnpuon 
of his attackers. 

Mother robbed 

A woman shopping on Ful- 
ton Mall with her baby in a 
stroller was robbed the night of 
July 27 by another woman. 

The victim, 24, told police 
she was pushing her daughter 
near Jay Street, at 6:30 pm, af- 
ter spending the afternoon on 
the Fulton shopping strip. 

She said a woman approached, 
snatched the purse from her 
shoulder and fled. The woman 
than grabbed her wallet and 
phone from the purse and 
dropped the bag on the pavement. 

The victim said the robber 
got $26 in cash, a credit card, 
MetroCard and a work ID, in 
addition to the phone. 
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Hook snatch 

A woman was robbed in Red 
Hook just before midnight on 
July 29 by a trio of thugs who 
jumped her from behind. 

The victim, 40, told police 
she was walking on Sullivan 
Street near Van Brunt Street 
with a friend, around 11:45 pm, 
when the street toughs struck.

SMOKERS: Vitamin C 
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Arabs should be targeted for searches on 
city subways, Bensonhurst Councilman 
James Oddo and Borough Park Assembly- 
man Dov Hikind said this week, contending 
that the police department has been wasting 
time with random checks in its effort to pre- 
vent terrorism in the transit system. 

The city began examining passengers’ bags 
on subways and buses after the second bomb at- 
tack in London two weeks ago. Police Commis- 
sioner Ray Kelly and Mayor Michael Bloom- 
berg have said several times that officers will 
not racially profile. 

But over the weekend, Hikind said police 
should be focusing on those who fit the “terror- 
ist profile.” 

“They ail look a certain way,” said Hikind, a 
conservative Democrat. “It’s all very nice to be 
politically correct here, but we’re talking about 
terrorism.” 

“The reality is that there is a group of people 
who want to kill us and destroy our way of life,” 
said Oddo, a Republican who also represents Stat- 


en Island. “Young Arab fundamentalists are the in- 
dividuals undertaking these acts of terror, and we 
should keep those facts prominently in our minds 
and eyes as we attempt to secure our populace.” 

Oddo commended Hikind for “rushing head- 
long against the strong undertow of political 
correctness.” 

Hikind said he planned to introduce legisla- 
tion allowing police to racially profile, and 
Oddo said he intended to introduce a resolution 
in the City Council supporting the measure. 

But the director of the New York chapter of 
the Council on American-Islamic Relations, 
Wissam Nasr, said their push for racial profiling 
is offensive and ignorant because “terror comes 
in all shapes and sizes, and certainly there’s no 
legislation or system that’s going to identify ter- 
rorists on the spot.” 

In response to Hikind’s suggestion, the New 
York Police Department said in a statement that 
racial profiling is “illegal, of doubtful effective- 
ness and against department policy.” 

The Republican mayor reiterated Tuesday 
that it is against the law and doesn’t work. 

‘Tm against it for fairness reasons, and we’re 
not going to do it,” Bloomberg said.

and help them relocate to oth- 
er facilities. 

Aside from losing the 
swimming pool, which of- 
fered youth and adult lessons 
throughout the week, the 
YWCA may relocate children 
enrolled in the Montessori 
school that operates in the 
1928 building. 

Following a year of plan- 
ning and discussion, Turk said 
the YWCA “decided to put 
our resources toward pro- 
grams that fulfill the needs of 
women and seniors in Brook- 
lyn that are most unlikely to 
be met by other organiza- 

So, while stepping up the 
number of single resident oc- 
cupancy rooms from 200 to 
300 by expanding on the 
floors previously occupied by 
the pool and fitness rooms, 
they will also be increasing 
programs for young women’s 
leadership and do “more in 
the way of women’s health 
promotion,” Turk said. 

She pointed out that main- 
taining the pool became too 
costly for the YWCA, and with 
the coming of the new Dodge 
YMC A the organization decid- 
ed to shift focus to expanding 
accommodations for the limit- 
ed-income female residents 
who live in the Judson Post Hall 
Residence for Women. 

Lost in the transformation 
will be the fifth-floor basketball 
court and gymnasium that is 
used by teenagers in the after- 
school program, a small three- 
room fitness center, and the 
Alonzo A. Daughtry Memorial 
Day Care Center which cares 


for 2- to 6-year-olds and has op- 
erated there since 1971. 

“We have a whole refund 
process that’s in the works right 
now,” said Turk, who added 
that because of the visible loss 
of community activities, the or- 
ganization has hosted two open 
community meetings about the 
changes and sent a letter to 
every YWCA member. 

“Many folks understand the 
decision. A few folks have 
been very angry about it, but 
the predominant result has 
been, ‘Gee, this is really sad’,” 
Turk said. 

“Everybody really appreci- 
ated that this pool was here,” 
she said. “A lot of Brooklyn 
comes through here.” 

The director of the Dodge 
YMC A, Eileen O’Connor 
said three different branches 
of her organization will set up 
tables at the YWCA starting in 
mid-August, and will provide 
applications and help mem- 
bers who want to switch sites. 

The new facility, which will 
have an entrance at 225 At- 
lantic Ave. — six blocks from 


the YWCA — will feature 
many classes and activities, 
promised O’Connor. 

Named in honor of the 
Dodge family of benefactors, 
it will feature a six-lane swim- 
ming pool, full-sized gym, 
child care classroom, commu- 
nity computer center, fitness 
center, teen center and a vari- 
ety of after-school programs, 
English as a Second Language 
classes, and social activities 
for senior citizens. 

Enrollment has already be- 
gun, and so far 600 member- 
ships — and 62 percent of the 
total family-size memberships 
available — have been issued. 
Residents of the Court House 
get free membership to the 
Dodge Y. 

“We expect to serve about 
5,000 kids, and 3,000 adults,” 
said O’Connor, who said the 
cost of membership was com- 
parable to the YWCA. 

“It’s an affordable range,” 
she said 

Senior citizen memberships 
begin at $40 a month; adults 
are $50; and families are $90 
for two adults and all children 
under 17 years. In addition, 
members must pay a one-time 
fee of $150.

To the editor: 

As a co-author of Develop- 
Don’t Destroy Brooklyn’s 
white paper, ‘Terrorism, Secu- 
rity & the Proposed Brooklyn 
Atlantic Yards High Rise & 
Arena Development Project,” 
I would like to clarify two 
points in your July 16 article 
headlined, “Atlantic Terminal 
Terror Fear.” 

While the white paper iden- 
tifies various terrorist scenar- 
ios, one of its primary purpos- 
es is to show how the project’s 
location and design flaws cre- 
ate serious consequences even 
if NO terrorist event ever oc- 

Not only will there be di- 
rect costs that have never been 
included in anyone’s budgets 
— such as what to do about 
the arena’s easily targeted 
street-side glass walls, or the 
Fire Department’s need for 
equipment for handling high- 
rise fires and rescues in a bor- 
ough that has been low-rise up 
until now — but cumulatively 
these costs could be high 
enough to affect the underly- 
ing financing of the project. 
One cost alone, that of terror- 
ism insurance, could easily 
run into hundreds of millions 
of dollars, over the life of the 
project, after current federal 
laws covering such costs ex- 
pire at the end of this year. 

Other non-financial costs 


are equally problematic. The 
most devastating of them con- 
cerns the impacts of traffic 
with its public health — read 
asthma — implications. [And] 
the need to secure the arena 
during special events, such as 
NBA playoffs will inevitably 
create outright gridlock. 

Brooklynites only have to 
think back to last August’s 
massive three-day nightmare 
when an elevated terror alert 
out of Washington, D.C., re- 
quired the inspection of all 
commercial vehicles crossing 
the Manhattan Bridge. As not- 
ed, no actual terrorist event 
was required for there to be 
real costs to all of Downtown 
Brooklyn and its economy. 

I have been exploring the 
security-related issues of this 
out-of-scale project since well 
before ever hearing of DDDB. 
In fact, the article’s indication 
that this issue has been 
brought up in various commu- 
nity meetings over the past 
year is really a reference to 
my own attempt to make se- 
curity concerns a part of the 
public discourse. So while I 
support DDDB in all their ef- 
forts, I have maintained an in- 
dependent stance to better 


present my findings. Most of 
these concerns have now been 
included in various pre-scop- 
ing documents being readied 
for the upcoming Environ- 
mental Impact Study. 

The response of politicians 
has been mixed. Some, like 
[Councilwoman] Letitia 
James, [state Sen.] Velmanette 
Montgomery and Chris 
Owens [legislative aide to his 
father, Rep. Major Owens, 
who has expressed interest in 
running for the congressional 
seat] have been very accept- 
ing, while others have not. 

Some, like mayoral candi- 
dates [City Council Speaker] 
Gifford Miller or [Rep.] An- 
thony Weiner have been disin- 
genuous at best. Interestingly, 
[Borough President] Marty 
Markowitz, at a meeting of 
the Dean St. Block Associa- 
tion said it would be a reason- 
able thing to conduct a thor- 
ough security review of the 
project as was performed for 
the Freedom Tower at Ground 
Zero. — Alan M. Rosner,

Park Slope book dealer shares 
highlights of 150 -year-old biz

F or Park Sloper Richard Chalfin, it was 
only a matter of time before he joined in 
the family tradition and became a dealer 
— a rare book dealer. 

What else would become of a boy who 
slept on the shelves of his father’s bookstore, 
only to be awakened by the occasional hard- 
cover that landed on his head? 

In this Internet-ruled age, when books and 
other forms of print publications, some would 
argue, are on the verge of becoming an en- 
dangered species, Chaffin’s 30-year-old rare 
book dealership is anything but in danger of 
extinction. Instead of letting advancements in 
technology put an end to a 150-year family 
tradition (his great-grandfather first began 
selling books from town to town in the 
Ukraine out of a backpack), Chaffin em- 
braced the online world and made his an In- 

What started out as — 
and still partly is — a 
home business, operated 
by Chaffin, 54, from his 
Park Slope apartment, has 
evolved into a 10,000- 
book operation with head- 
quarters and storage space 
on Riverside Drive at 
103rd Street in Manhattan. 

Chalfin works in part- 
nership with Albert Lu- 
cientes, 43, who joined the 
Better Book Getter busi- 
ness in 1997. 

“He talks the talk of a 
[book] collector,” Chaffin 
said of his business part-

mous clients, whether directly or through major 
publishers. Representatives of Depp and Hoff- 
man have contacted Chaffin when the actors 
needed certain books to prepare for movie 
roles. Chaffin has even had to get his hands on 
copies of Hitler’s “Mein Kampf ’ for Broad- 
way’s production of “Cabaret.” 

He has been contacted for more serious 
matters, such as finding books on crime to 
serve as evidence in murder trials. 

And while the rare book dealing business 
is in full bloom today, 
Chaffin said that things are 
not quite the same as they 
were during the peak of the 
search business in the ’80s, 
when collectors were set on 
getting the rare edition they 
wanted, no matter the 


“There were no 
limits on what peo- 
ple were paying,” 
said Chalfin, espe- 
cially for first edi- 
tions of Stephen 
King’s books. 

While a set of 
Oscar Wilde’s blue 
leather-bound vol- 
sold 


Chalfin and Lucientes 
say that although they are an Internet busi- 
ness, what makes them unique is that they of- 
fer personal service. 

“We have direct contact with the public,” 
said Chaffin, whose customers have been 
known to walk straight into his office. And 
many of their clients, Chaffin said, have be- 
come regulars, such as an older man who or- 
ders large-print books, or a customer from 
Kenya, who, Chaffin said, comes into the of- 
fice, buys books he wants and goes back to 

Although that’s not necessary because Bet- 
ter Book Getter, Chaffin says, ships interna- 
tionally as well. 

Although individual clients form part of 
their customer base, Chalfin and Lucientes 
said that some of their main customers are 
fashion and magazine houses in New York, 
major publishing houses and academic insti- 
tutions. Chaffin has acquired many a great 
work of 20th-century literature to be repub- 
lished by the Heritage Press as limited edi- 
tions for their subscribers. 

“We do the legwork for them,” Chaffin 
said. “And we charge a very reasonable price. 
If we get it at a good price, we try to sell it at 
a good price.” 

Chalfin counts the movie stars Johnny Depp 
and Dustin Hoffman and the occasional world 
leader, such as Mikhail Gorbachev — when he 
was in still leader of Russia — among his fa- 


$15,000 in the ’80s, 

Chaffin said, “you 
don’t get that kind of ‘get me that book 
no matter what it costs’ attitude today.” 

And although the Internet makes the 
search process easier and enables book 
dealers to market themselves on a larger 
scale, it also creates more competition. 

“Now you have thousands of people who 
think they are book sellers,” said Chalfin. 

His books are available through www.abe- 
books.com/home/bettgett and www.antiq- 
book.com/betterbook. 

In the 1930s, Chaffin’s grandfather, George 
Chaffin, took over the book business that his 
father, Herman Chaffin, started in Odessa, 
Ukraine. George set up a shop on Broadway 
in Williamsburg. 

But George, whose heart was in the theater, 
had a gambling habit, which, Chaffin said, got 
in the way of the book business and got him 
in trouble with his sons. 

After World War n, Chaffin’s father 
opened a bookstore on Grand Street in 
Williamsburg, which he relocated to New Jer- 
sey during the ’50s and ’60s. In 1966, his 
mother opened My Friend’s Books in Flat- 
bush. During that period, Chaffin said, Mar- 
vel Comics took off and was a big seller. 

Unfortunately, a business next door caught 
on fire and destroyed much of his father’s 
bookstore. In the course of his book dealing ca- 
reer, his father, Chalfin said, suffered three fires. 

“The thing about bookstores,” Chalfin 


Chaffin, who is currently writing a 
sitcom about a “book guy,” said that initially, 
book dealing was supposed to be a sideline 
to his performing career. Having started out 
as a modem dancer in the early ’80s, Chaffin 
hurt his knee and, at the behest of his father, 
began placing ads as a bookseller. He would 
then search for books in Manhattan’s Book 
Row on Fourth Avenue and in his uncle’s 
200,000-book warehouse in Williamsburg. 

“I would drive a moped with all these 
books through bad Brooklyn neighborhoods, 
chased by dogs,” said Chaffin, recalling his 
early days as a bookseller. 

But those days seem to be long gone. 

In addition to acting as an Internet-based 
search service, Chalfin said that he and Lu- 
cientes are trying to expand their 10,000- 
book collection and open up a shop some- 
where in Brooklyn, ideally Park Slope. 

Currently, their in-house collection in- 
cludes volumes from the mid- 1700s to more 
recent editions. Two leather-bound volumes 
of Francisco Clavigero’s “History of Mexi-

co,” printed in 1787, sold for $1,500 
within a day of being posted online. 

“We put that on and within one 
day it sold,” said Chalfin. “But we 
have $5 books that are here for 20 

Chaffin’s most prized possession 
is a 1960 edition of Harper Lee’s “To 
Kill a Mockingbird,” signed by the 
author when she came into the office 
in 1998. Chalfin, whose son is named 
Harper, wrote an article published in 
the New York Observer about his en- 
counter with Lee, whose only book 
sells for $25,000 (if it’s a well-pre- 
served copy of the first American edi- 
tion with its jacket). 

What Chaffin calls “the good rare books 
that always sell,” typically have a leather 
binding or are early editions of legendary au- 
thors like Alexandre Dumas, William 
Faulkner, Herman Melville and Jules Veme. 

A book’s popularity and demand is deter- 
mined by what’s in the news or what’s going 
on in the world at the moment, Lucientes 

“During the week of Sept. 11, Nos- 
tradamus sold well,” Chaffin said. 

“Siegfried and Roy: Mastering the Impos- 
sible,” written by the Las Vegas magician 
duo Siegfried Fischbacher and Roy Horn 
was in high demand shortly after Horn was 
attacked by the white tiger named Montecore 
in 2003, Lucientes said. 

But, he added, despite the recent Michael 
Jackson controversy and trial, the singer’s 
autobiography, “Moonwalk,” which is priced 
at $5 at the Better Book Getter, hasn’t been 
selling.

Making the grade 


Q: My son is one of the 
younger children in his class, 
but toward the upper end of 
the height and weight scale. 
He turns 5 in August, and 
I’ve gone back and forth for 
months about whether to 
send him to kindergarten or 
keep him in preschool. He 
thinks he is going to kinder- 
garten, and not repeating 4- 
year-old preschool at our 
church. — a mother 

A: If this boy is counting 
on kindergarten, what would 
repeating preschool with 
younger kids do to his self-es- 
teem? 

Weigh the pros and cons. 
Make it a priority to decide 
now and show confidence in 
your decision. Wishy-washy 
parents give little kids wobbly 
legs on their new journeys. 

A national survey of public 
kindergarten teachers has not- 
ed three primary essentials for 
school readiness: children are 
physically healthy, rested and 
well nourished; able to com- 
municate needs, wants and 
thoughts verbally; and enthu- 
siastic and curious in ap- 
proaching new activities. 

Each year, parents, espe- 
cially those who have kids 
with summer birthdays, wres- 
tle with tough questions: Can 
I give my child an advantage 
by holding him back? Is my 
child going to be bored with 
another year of preschool, or 
struggle in kindergarten for 
some reason — such as he 
can’t sit still, is unable to con- 
trol his impulses, or he fum- 
bles through friendships? 

A reader says she’s glad her 
son just missed the cut-off for 
starting school, so she did not 
have to debate the issue. At 
age 5, turning 6, he had a suc- 
cessful year last year in 
kindergarten, emotionally, so- 
cially and academically. The 
difference: the mother held 
her son back in preschool at 
age 3 so he did not repeat any 

Part of what adds to the 
concerns of many parents: To- 
day’s academic grind of 
kindergarten is more like yes- 
terday’s first grade. 

Children are not only chal- 
lenged academically, but they 
also will need to work inde- 
pendently, follow directions 
and have the stamina for a 
school day. 

Visit the school your young- 
ster will attend, parents sug- 
gest, and talk to friends whose 
kids have attended the kinder- 
garten. Try to get a sense of the 
academic expectations. Are the 
teachers responsive to individ- 
ual learning styles? Are there a 
variety of materials for hands- 
on activities and times to move 
about? 

The decision about whether 
to retain a preschooler or pre- 
K child needs to be based on 
specific observations that 
well-trained teachers and par- 
ents share during the pre- 
school year. Both sides also 
need to know what will be ex- 
pected of the child in kinder- 
garten. Take the whole child 
into account, including social 
and emotional growth, as well 
as the child’s birthdate, physi- 
cal size and maturity level. 

In the wide span of what’s 
normal, it’s typical for 4- and 
5-year-olds to race ahead in 
some areas of social, emotion- 
al, physical and cognitive de- 
velopment but to lag in others 
— then catch up. Ask yourself 
where your child falls on this 
partial school readiness check- 
list of questions teachers need 
to answer: 

• Can my child follow ver- 
bal instructions? 

• Is my child self-sufficient 
enough to manage his clothes 
and bathroom needs? 

•Is his speech clear and 
does he talk in complete sen- 
tences of five to six words? 

•Has my child developed 
fine motor skills to hold a pen- 
cil, paint, cut and trace? 

•Does he like books, tell 
stories based on pictures, and 
identify rhyming words? 

• Does he share, take turns 
and get along well with other 
kids most of the time? 

•What about his physical 
development, ability to sit up 
at a desk and play at recess? 

• Is my child curious with a 
positive attitude? 

•Are my child’s impulse 
control and attention span im- 
proving? 

•Does my child separate 
from me, cope fairly well with 
challenges or meltdown of- 
ten? 

Can you help? 

“My wife and I strongly 




disagree about how we will 
discipline our 4-month-old 
son when he is old enough to 
get into things in a few 
months. We are having fights 
about whether we are going to 
spank him. She is much 
younger than I am and does 
not believe in spanking, but I 
do. I do not think we should 
have to put things out of his 
reach, but she is already doing 
that.” — a father

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City agency wants 
Pier 11 to work again

The city’s Economic 
Development Corporation, 
which earlier this year 
evicted a shipping compa- 
ny from Pier 11, is now 
seeking proposals from 
businesses interested in 
operating on the Red 
Hook pier. 

The EDC on Aug. 2 issued 
a Request for Expressions of 
Interest (RFEI), soliciting pro- 
posals for uses of a warehouse 
on the pier. 

Late last year, the EDC, 
working in coordination with 
the Port Authority of New 
York and New Jersey, which 
owns the piers, declined to re- 
new a lease of Pier 11 to 
American Stevedoring Inc. 
(ASI), which operated part of 
its international shipping busi- 
ness from the pier. 

The city cited its intention 
to build a cruise ship dock at 
Pier 12, using Pier 11 as a 
means of entry to the cmise 
port. Officials insisted that 
ASI clear off the pier by Jan. 
1, or face steep penalties. The 
city said at the time that con- 
struction of the cruise termi- 
nal, which will serve the Nor- 
wegian and Carnival cmise 
lines, was imminent. 

Now this week, the city has 
invited bidders to attend an 
Aug. 10 site visit, asking for 
submissions from “one or 
more parties” looking for 
“short-term interim uses of a 
vacant warehouse located at 
Pier 11, Brooklyn, New York. 

“NYCEDC’s goal is to ob- 
tain maximum revenues from 
suitable uses while ensuring 
no interference with the con- 
struction, development and 
the operation of the adjacent 
passenger ship marine termi- 
nal,” the RFEI states. The 
deadline for submissions is 
Sept. 2. 

Councilman David Yassky, 
the founder and chairman of 
the council’s Waterfront Com- 


mittee, said the city appeared 
to be casting away employ- 
ment opportunities. 

“This decision makes me 
question the city’s commit- 
ment to jobs,” he said. “Tak- 
ing Pier 1 1 from the container 
port put people out of work, 
supposedly for cruise ships. 
That was last year. Now it 
looks like we are back to 
square one.” 

The city forced ASI to 
leave in December, or face 
$65,000-per-day liquidation 
fees if they stayed into the 
new year, according to docu- 
ments obtained by The Brook- 
lyn Papers. 

The company, which oper- 
ates Brooklyn’s last shipping 
port, had been there for 12 
years. ASI officials said about 
68 jobs were lost when the 
pier was vacated. 

“This is somewhat bewil- 


“It’s only eight months ago 
that the city, when asked why 
they needed to close a viable 
operation, basically said, ‘Trust 
us, we know what were doing.’ 

“They insisted that the pier 
was immediately needed for 
use with cruise ships,” he said. 
“Now we found that lots of 
jobs, commerce and economic 
activity, valuing close to $85 
million, was lost. 

“We’re delighted that the 
EDC now recognizes that Pier 
11 should never have been al- 
lowed to lie fallow,” he said, 
but added that he wasn’t sure 
if ASI would submit a propos- 
al to the agency’s request. 

“We need more informa- 
tion,” Yates said, adding, “Of 
course, we look forward to 
working with the city in any 

In addition to ASI, the v 
house held a field office of the 
U.S. Customs and Border Pro- 
tection Agency, which inspects 
all shipments and ships arriv- 
ing on piers 9 through 12. 

Customs spokesman Bill 
Anthony said the move 
wouldn’t jeopardize security 


on the nation’s second-largest 

“Is security going to be 
compromised? The answer is 
a resounding no,” Anthony 

“Secondly, would the safety 
of our employees be in any 
way compromised? The an- 
swer is a resounding no.” 

“Basically we are there to 
work with the Port Authority, 
and the city, as we do in every 
port, and there is no way we 
would compromise any secu- 
rity at the nation’s second 
largest, and arguably most im- 
portant seaport,” he said. “We 
are going to make sure our job 
is done, and we are going to 
leave it up to the city and the 
Port Authority, and the various 
people there, to give us the 
guidance of how they want us 
to operate.” 

Janet Paterson, a spokes- 
woman for the EDC, said the 
city had moved out the Cus- 
toms and Border Protection 
field office, “because we 
needed the upland area for ac- 
cess to the new cruise terminal 
and we will ultimately — and 
that’s it.” 

The terminal for the cmise 


liners, which was expected to 
be constructed and operational 
by this fall, according to state- 
ments made by EDC officials 
last October, have now been 
delayed until spring, Paterson 

A Port Authority spokes- 
man, Steve Coleman, said for 
now, the Customs office 
would move to Pier 9B. 

“It’s just a relocation,” he 
said. “Ihey’ll be on that prop- 
erty.” 

The EDC had no ready ex- 
planation as to why Customs 
couldn’t maintain their opera- 
tions on Pier 11, or be incor- 
porated into the RFEI. 

Paterson also said the city 
is considering some ideas for 
the warehouse, but refused to 
specify what they would put 
the 271,000 square feet of 
warehouse space to use for. 

“We’re looking at many 
ideas. I can’t discuss that at 
this point,” she said. “That’s 
what the purpose of issuing an 
RFEI would serve.” 

“Customs needs to be on 
the port,” said Yates, who said 
ASI offered to take them in. 
‘Tt’s like having a ship with no 
anchor.”

State calls for 
retirement of 
Brooklyn judge 


It stated then that Huttner 
“displayed a remarkable insen- 
sitivity to his ethical responsi- 
bilities ... used the trappings of 
his judicial office in connection 
with the litigation ... [and] ig- 
nored the sound warnings of 
the Advisory Committee on Ju- 
dicial Ethics.” 

The July 26 recommenda- 
tion will go to the Court of 
Appeals, the state’s highest 
court, which could formally 
accept the sanction, call for re- 
moval or admonition, or call 
for no sanction. 


A state commission has 
recommended a Brooklyn 
Supreme Court justice be 
censured a second time in 
five years and step down 
at the end of the year for 
steering court-appointed 
business to a friend. 

The state Commission on 
Judicial Conduct last week rec- 
ommended Justice Richard 
Huttner, who presides over a 
state court handling civil and 
criminal cases in Brooklyn, be 
censured. Censure is a public 
criticism short of removal. Hut- 
tner was last censured in 200 1 . 

The commission “reluctant- 
ly” recommended the censure, 
but noted Huttner as part of 
the deal agreed to retire at the 
end of the year. Huttner is 70 
years old, but judges can po- 
tentially serve at 76 years old. 

The commission found the 
judge had a “close social rela- 
tionship” with Ravi Batra, an 
attorney, since the mid-1990s, 
including drinks and dinners 
that included their spouses. 
Between 1996 and 1999, Hut- 
tner appointed Batra 1 1 times 
to paid, court-appointed roles. 

In one case, Huttner had 
appointed Batra in 1998 as re- 
ceiver and, subsequently, 
counsel to the receiver to a 
cemetery association. During 
that time, Huttner and Batra 
socialized while the cemetery 
matter was pending in Hutt- 

The judge and Batra also 
socialized while Batra was as- 
signed to another case in Hut- 
tner’s court in 2000, according 
to the commission. 

‘Even if they did not discuss 
the merits of Mr. Batra’s case 
during their out-of-court meet- 
ings, an appearance of impro- 
priety would be inevitable,” the 
commission said. Citing the 
2001 censure, the commission 
stated: “The record establishes 
that [Huttner] lacks sensitivity 
to the special ethical obligations 
of judges and indicates the need 
for a severe sanction.” 

Tuesday’s censure is con- 
tingent on the judge’s retire- 
ment on Dec. 31. 

In 2001, the state commis- 
sion found Huttner handled a 
civil case involving a coopera- 
tive apartment building in 
which he was a resident and

Y ogi Berra said, “It gets late early there,” 
about afternoon shadows that appear in 
left field at Yankee Stadium. 

Well, it gets late early in the New York- 
Penn League, too. 

It seems as if the season just started, yet 
completion of play on July 30 marked the 
halfway point for the Cyclones, 38 games 
down and 38 to go. 

Brooklyn finished the first half of the sea- 
son at 23-15, in third place in the McNamara 
Division, a half game behind second-place 
Williamsport and one-and-a-half games be- 
hind the first-place Staten Island Yankees. 

Let’s look at the Cyclones’ first half and 
examine their prospects for the second half. 
(All stats are for the first half of the Cy- 
clones’ season) 

We’ll start with the pitching, which has 
been fine, with Brooklyn third in the league 
in ERA at 3.42. 

The starting pitching has featured two 
aces in Bobby Parnell and Waner Mateo. 

Parnell has a record of 2-0 with a 1.47 
ERA and Mateo is 4-1 with a 1.87 ERA. 

First-rate stats for those aces, but Cy- 
clones pitching coach Steve Merriman has a 
plan for Parnell, Mateo and Jeff Landing, 
and lefty Kevin Tomasiewicz — four of the 
starters, plus the relief core. 

“We’ve done a good job with the change- 
up [in the first half], now we’ll work on the 
breaking ball,” says the Cyclones pitching 
mentor. 

“In college, the top coaches need to win to 
keep their jobs, so they have pitchers pitch 
away, away, away.” 

“On the pro level, with wooden bats, hit- 
ters can’t hit the inside pitch as they can in 
college with aluminum bats, so pitchers need 
to develop a consistent curve, and then they 
can pitch inside,” Merriman said 

“In the first half, we’ve only been at 40 
percent strikes with our breaking balls, and 
we have to improve on that.” 

An exception among the starters is Jorge 
Reyes, who Merriman feels already has a de- 
cent curve, so Reyes will continue to work 
on his change-up. 

A s far as relievers go, Merriman has 
gone to Manager Mookie Wilson 
with a plan that wouldn’t feature a 
conventional closer, but rather a group of 
hurlers, one of whom could come into a 
game in the seventh inning and pitch to the 
end of the game. 

Relievers Sal Aguilar, Eric Brown, Travis 
Hope and Kyle Risinger, and later in the sea- 
son possibly Tomasiewicz, could all fill that 

As far as position players are concerned, 
the Cyclones have a solid defensive catcher 
in Drew Butera. This fifth-round draft pick 
has thrown out 16 of 26 attempted base 
stealers. However, Butera is only hitting .147 
and has shortened his swing to deal with a 
wooden bat. 

At first base is Nick Evans, who started 
the season at Kingsport where he had six 
homers and 22 RBIs in his first 15 games. 

With the Cyclones, he got off to a slow 
start, then hit his stride. 

“As soon as you get up here, you’re tense, 
being around all these people,” said Evans. 
“But once you get used to it, then it’s great.” 
At second is Jon Malo, who has essential- 
ly been shifted from shortstop. Ivan Naccara- 
ta, has been playing some second and Ar- 
mand Gaerlan may return from Hagerstown. 

The new regular shortstop is speedy Yury 
Santana. Mookie Wilson raves about his de- 

“Hitting is the question for him,” the man- 
ager says. 

Josh Petersen has been doing the bulk of 
the playing at third base, with Tim Grogan 
possibly out for the season with an injury. 

Petersen has struggled defensively, but has 
hit a solid .324. 

“His power numbers [one homer] are not 
there yet, but they will come,” said Wilson. 
“He’s been our most consistent hitter all 
year.” 

Caleb Stewart, a left fielder, has hit six 
homers on the road, but none at home. A 
good pull hitter, the relatively short left field 
at Keyspan could have been too much of a 
tempting target for Stewart so far. 

I n center, Joe Holden, from Wantagh, 
Long Island, has been a real surprise. Hold- 
en has hit .366 with nine stolen bases. 

“I can’t get him out of the line-up,” said 
Wilson. “By baseball numbers, he’s an aver- 
age mnner, but he runs much better than av- 
erage because he gets good jumps and has 
base running savvy.” 

In right has been Jesus Gamero. After hit- 
ting .323 at Kingsport last year, Gamero has 
only hit .229. 

Outfielder Kyle Brown is at .275 and is 
recovering from a strained Achilles tendon, 
which has limited his outstanding speed. 

Another speedy outfielder has been Joel 
Pacheco, who is at .274 with a team leading 
13 stolen bases. 

With Brown and Pacheco leading the way, 
the Cyclones are on top of the league in 
stolen bases with 58. 

Wilson is pleased with the starting pitch- 
ing and the base running, but says, the “team 
has to do better in situational hitting. Getting 
guys in, getting guys over with less than two 
out, and bunting. 

Normally a strong team at home, the Cy- 
clones were 12-5 on the road in the first half 
and only 11-10 at home. 

“A lot of times it’s tougher to play at 
home,” explained Wilson. “Often they tty to 
do so well to please 8,000 people that they 
go out of their box to do it.” 

Brooklyn plays its final 25 games against 
divisional opponents, with five games each 
against rivals Staten island and Williamsport. 

Whether the Cyclones win the division or 
even get a wild card playoff berth is up in the

It makes perfect sense — one

Well, it does if you’re Fred De- 
Jesus. 

On July 28, DeJesus helped out 
an ailing umpire crew by donning 
the uniform and hitting the field. 

It all started when New York- 
Penn League umpire Adam Harrell 
broke his right wrist thanks to an er- 
rant fastball. 

When he came to Brooklyn, his 
arm was in a cast, making it difficult 
to effectively umpire a game — the 
New York-Penn League normally 
uses just a two-man umpiring crew, 
so the umpires have to cover a lot of 
ground. 

The league needed help for the 
crew scheduled for Keyspan, and 
Cyclones’ general manager Steve 
Cohen and the New York-Penn 
Leagues umpire assigner arranged 
for DeJesus to fill in. 

DeJesus wears many hats. He’s 
the women’s varsity basketball 
coach at New York City College of 
Technology Downtown.

But on another call, this one not 
close at all, DeJesus, the adrenaline 
apparently flowing, vigorously 
punched out a player, his enthusiasm 
providing more body language than 
was needed on such a routine play

The next night, the New York- 
Penn League provided a substitute 
umpire, so DeJesus was back in the 
audio-visual booth remembering the 
sights and sounds of a night he will

bill not only to attract beer 
drinkers to the state, but also 
to honor New York’s rich 
brewing heritage, which dates 
back to the 1630s when the 
Dutch West India Company 
established the country’s first 
public brewery in New York 
City. A century ago, there 
were more than 40 breweries 
in Brooklyn alone. 

“Such a rich history of the 
brewing industry is here and 
we ought to be exploiting that 
if we can,” said Lentol, whose 
district was the home of the 
original Schaeffer brewery 
and currently hosts the Brook- 
lyn Brewery, a regionally 
well-known outfit. 

“I can’t think of any other 
state except Wisconsin that 
has as much brewing tradition 
as New York. It’s part of our 
heritage,” he said. 

Under the bill, the Empire 
State Brewery Trails Program 
would create an “I Love NY 
Beer” promotion that will in- 
clude a brewery trail, vacation 
itineraries, and “brewery 
passports” with information 
on breweries and surrounding 
attractions as well as dis- 
counts and other incentives 
visitors can take advantage of. 

“We’re delighted that the 
Legislature has recognized 
the importance of the brewing 
industry in New York state,” 
said Stephen Hindy, Brooklyn 
Brewery’s founder and presi- 
dent. 

“We think the promotion of 
the breweries will be good for 
tourism and good for sales of 
New York state beer.” 

Ed Kane, co-owner of the 
Great Adirondack Brewing 
Co., a microbrewery in Lake 
Placid that makes six or seven 
different beers, toasted the 

“Anything to enhance ‘I 
Love NY’ tourism, why not?” 
he said. “Even if you only got 


a few extra people a year, you 
can’t sneeze at business. Hav- 
ing a trail would be mar- 
velous.” 

In the memo supporting the 
bill, the sponsors said the 
brewery industry contributes 
nearly $10 billion to the 
state’s economy and over 
100,000 jobs through direct 
and indirect impact. 

“Clearly this is an industry 
supported by a lot of people,” 
said Buffalo Democrat Byron 
Brown, the bill’s sponsor in 
the Senate. 

“And this comes from 
someone who is not much of 
a drinker. This is done from 
more of a tourism perspec- 
tive. It’s part of the whole 
tourism experience that can 
be enjoyed in New York.” 

Ray Daniels, the director of 
craft beer marketing for the 
Boulder, Colo.-based Brewers 
Association, a nonprofit trade 
association representing 700 
to 800 microbreweries and 
brewpubs around the country, 
said people do travel for beer. 

“People travel all over the 
United States to go to beer 
Meccas and events and they 
make it a point of looking up 
local breweries and special 
beer bars in towns they are 
visiting,” Daniels said. 

A trail would be “helpful 
for brewers and tourism as 
well. There is a population of 
people interested in good 
beer. They like to try out local 
breweries and beer they can’t 
get in their home region.” 

Currently there are more 
than 60 breweries, micro- 
breweries and brewpubs in 
New York state, according to 
the Brewers Association. 

“We have a whole group of 
microbreweries recapturing 
the beer brewing tradition of 
yesteryear and making it a 
significant industry again in 
New York State,” Lentol said.

Fulton St. have been bought out since the Clarett Group pur- 
chased the properties in June. 

“We weren’t approached about the Harvey,” Sawotka said, 
adding that she had heard talk about the move-outs. “We’re not 
involved, because it’s a private developer. They’ll build around

“Our building on Fulton Street in Fort Greene, along with the 
rest of the block, is being tom down to make way for a big new 
hotel/condo.

Ruth West, owner of Ruthie’s Restaurant, at 96 DeKalb Ave., 
had already been issued permits to renovate space in one of the 
Fulton Street properties, where she had hoped to move her soul 
food restaurant, when she learned the building had been sold. 

“We were supposed to have been here, but we are not going to 
be going there now,” said West this week. “Every person on that 
block has moved out, except the BAM Theater — they weren’t 
going to sell.” 

West said she heard that condominiums would rise on the 
properties. 

“There is not one person on that block. It’s gone. That block is 
sold — the whole block. The church, the bar, there is nothing 
there,” she said. 

“We’re troubled with all the development that’s going all 
around Fort Greene, with the Brooklyn Bridge Park, the Atlantic 
Yards, and Downtown Brooklyn being rezoned,” said Phillip 
Kellogg, president of the Fort Greene Association. “It’s going to 
be right across the street from what the BAM Local Develop- 
ment Corporation is going to be doing.” 

The current plans for the BAM LDC’s Cultural District in- 
clude arts space, housing and retail developments over four 
parcels of land just south of the Fulton-Ashland development 

“We’ve heard it’s apartments,” Kellogg said, but added that 
since it was outside of the residentially zoned area his organiza- 
tion is trying to preserve as low-rise row-houses, many of them 
brownstones, he didn’t have much information on the Fulton- 
Ashland site. 

Although no permit applications have been filed with the De- 
partment of Buildings, neighbors are convinced the buildings 
next to the Harvey Theater will be demolished.

process? Is there going to have 
to be a tragedy here before that 
happens?”’ 

As far as Mattheo Pisciotta, 
the owner of Dizzy’s Diner, is 
concerned, tragedy might as 
well have struck already. 

On July 13, Pisciotta’s busi- 
ness at the comer of Ninth 
Street was hit by a car that 
shot full-speed into the restau- 
rant’s front door after a colli- 
sion with another vehicle. 

“I’m there, with my son in 
the stroller, my wife is in and 
out there all day,” he said. “I 
was ready to start pulling bod- 
ies out from under the car, but 
luckily nobody was there. It 
was a fairly miraculous thing 
that happened. 

“There were people obvi- 
ously walking down the sub- 
way steps the same time it 
happened — a second later it 
could’ve been them up there,” 
Pisciotta said. 

Last year, in a similar acci- 
dent, a car ended up on the 
stoop of the brownstone next 
to his restaurant after hopping 
the curb and smashing the 
neighbor’s gate, he said. 

“It’s not a matter of if, it’s a 
matter of when is it going to 
happen. When I’ve got 50 
people standing in line waiting 
for tables? It would be a mas- 
sacre, basically,” he said. 

While Pisciotta said he was 
glad DOT Brooklyn Commis- 
sioner Lori Ardito came to in- 
spect the site, he didn’t feel his 
worries were put at ease. 

“The commissioner seemed 
to be listening and, of course, 
explaining statistically what 


things have to happen before 
something like this gets atten- 
tion. And I don’t think we 
meet the criteria yet; I think 
someone needs to be in a 
wooden box first before it hits 
the criteria.” 

Pisciotta said that while the 
group of neighbors felt they 
had the respect and ear of the 
DOT, he didn’t think anything 
was resolved. 

“We wanted to go away 
from the meeting feeling that 
something was going to hap- 
pen immediately, and I don’t 
think we really got that,” he 

After a search through the 
DOT’S records, Chin verified 
that the number of reports the 
city uses to evaluate an inter- 
section were slim at this site. 

“There really was four acci- 
dents [this year]” said Chin. 
“One was reported, and three 
were not reported — one per- 
son injured, so it was report- 
ed.” 

A police search of records 
of the July 13 and July 31 ac- 
cidents at the intersection 
turned up no reported injuries , 
but even as a reporter ques- 
tioned a police detective this 
week, he said two new inci- 
dents appeared in the comput- 
er system on Tuesday alone — 
one at Seventh Avenue and 
Ninth Street, the other at 
Eighth Avenue and Ninth 
Street, at 3:40 pm.

Traffic signal at 9th St and 8th Ave blamed 
for accidents; DOT says it needs more data

owners and parents gath- 
ered Wednesday morning 
at an intersection in Park 
Slope that they say puts 
the safety of the communi- 
ty in peril on a daily basis. 

The crossing of Ninth 
Street and Eight Avenue, a 
major traffic hub in the resi- 
dential neighborhood, has 
seen too many accidents, the 
neighbors say, and now they 
want the city to take action. 

“There’s been a lot of acci- 
dents, but apparently not 
enough to qualify this as a 
dangerous intersection,” said 
Konrad Kaletsch, who lives 
on Ninth Street and organized 
the gathering. 

Borough President Marty 
Markowitz met with the com- 
munity members, along with 


a representative from the De- 
partment of Transportation, a 
liaison of the 78th Police 
Precinct and an aide to Coun- 
cilman Bill DeBlasio. 

An accident at the intersec- 
tion Sunday firmed the desire 
for action that rallied the 
neighbors at 8:30 am Wednes- 

“The [traffic light at the 
comer’s] timing is coordinat- 
ed with the lights further 
along Eighth Avenue [and] 
motorists tend to speed 
through to try and make it be- 
fore the light turns red, to try 
and get the green tights along 
the rest of the avenue until 
Flatbush Avenue,” said Ka- 

“After the meeting, [Mar- 
kowitz] said the DOT is 
working on it. My under- 
standing is that they are going 
to work on it,” said Regina 
Weiss, the borough presi- 
dent’s director of communica- 
tions.

It will 
be really beautiful.” 

As to any steps taken 
to get the ride working 
again, as Coney preserva- 
tionists and ride enthusi- 
asts — and even the bor- 
ough president — have 
hoped, Orlando said she 
didn’t think the lighting 
plan meant a softening of 
the city’s stance against 
restarting the thrill ride. 

“I think everyone 
would love it, but I don’t 
think that it’s feasible,” 
she said.

Noting that the city’s larger redevelopment plan calls for year- 
round operations in Coney Island, he said lighting the jump 
“takes a big step forward there. It’s the right thing to do. 

“It’s what you do with architectural landmarks,” said Zigun. 
“It’s what you do with the Empire State Building, it’s what Paris 
does with the Eiffel Tower. It restores an historic self-esteem to 
Coney Island that’s been renewed.” 

Zigun thinks the ride — which dropped riders for 15 seconds 
before the chute opened up and let them glide to earth — should 
benefit from the new prosperity anticipated to descend upon 

Zigun said he regularly prods the EDC, and Joshua Sirefman, 
chairman of the CIDC, about that. 

“The city owns the Parachute Jump,” he pointed out. 

Like the still thriving Cyclone roller coaster, each is under the 
jurisdiction of the Parks Department. 

For the Cyclone, he said, a company rents the coaster from 
the city on a yearly basis to insure the city against liability. He 
said the same method should be used to reactivate the Parachute 

“It doesn’t cost the city any money, and it generates revenue 
for they city,” he said of the Cyclone. “Plus, it will be an inter- 
national news story — it’s the mother of all amusement park 

Zigun said he has no doubt that if and when the city needs 
publicity, they will seek to find an operator for the ride. 

“I think it’s a very real possibility,” said Zigun, “that in the fu- 
ture people will ride it again.” 

Originally created to train paratroopers, the 190-foot tower, 
which premiered at the 1939 World’s Fair as the LifeSaver’s 
Parachute Jump, opened in Coney Island in 1941 and quickly 
became an icon that lent worldwide recognition to the attractions 
along Brooklyn’s oceanfront. 


would carefully monitor the 
DOT’S progress. 

“We’re looking at adding 
yield-to-pedestrian signs at the 
comers where pedestrians are 
crossing, and they’re looking 
at a left turn study on Ninth 
Street for Eighth and Seventh 
avenues,” said DOT spokes- 
man Craig Chin. 

Chin said an inspection, to 
ensure that the traffic signal is 
working the way it’s supposed 
to, and not changing either too 
quickly or slowly, would be 
conducted on the tight at the 
intersection. 

But, said Chin, to merit a 
left-tum signal, there would 
have to be repeated accidents 
of a similar caliber. 

“For a signal study to war- 
rant a [new] traffic signal, 
there has to be five preventa- 
ble accidents,” said Chin. The 
accidents would also have to 
exist in reportable police files 
and [in] insurance reports in 
order to count in DOT statis- 

Neighbors say accidents at 
the site are plentiful, and cited 
two — on July 13, when a car 
crashed into the front of 
Dizzy’s Diner, and a two-car 
collision on July 31. Chin said 
the DOT only had reports of 
four accidents there so far this 
year, and only one major acci- 

“It’s case by case — they 


look at each accident individ- 
ually,” he said. “Sometimes an 
intersection will have 13 acci- 
dents, but when you look at 
the data it will say ‘non-re- 
portable.’ If there are a lot of 
fender benders that are just a 
nick or a scratch on your car, 
people will say that’s an acci- 
dent but it doesn’t warrant an 
accident report.” 

Kaletsch, who said that af- 
ter only a week of having a pe- 
tition out near the intersection 
he was able to collect 1,200 
signatures, wished public con- 
cern was enough to warrant 
action by the DOT. 

“I sat around for 14 years 
watching accidents,” he said. 
“I can’t say that they’re any 
worse, but they are consistent. 
I can say it is just absolutely 
remarkable that nothing tragic 
has happened to date.” 

He said he fears that some- 
thing tragic will have to hap- 
pen before the signals are 
changed. 

Kaletsch recalled the death 
of two young boys in 2004 
who were crossing what he 
called a comparable intersec- 
tion at Third Avenue and 
Ninth Street. 

“Neighbors had been com- 
plaining about that intersection 
for years,” he said. “Once the 
kids were killed they got in-
